cUned  to  enter  upon  Buch  an  enquiry. 
It  was  aubstantlally  agreed  by  all  the 
vvltneasea  that  such  associations  were 
essential  to  the  proper  conduct  of  the 
fire  Insurance  business.  One  of  the 
witnesses,  John  Yeaden  Ormsby,  an 
Independent  Insurance  broker  and 
underwriter  of  Toronto,  who  impress- 
ed the  commissioners  as  being  an  ex- 
peri  on  the  subject  of  fire  Insurance 
and  from  whom  valuable  Information 
was  obtained,  concerning  the  mattern 
within  the  scope  of  the  commission. 
In  referring  to  these "  bodies,  gave  evi- 
dence as  follows:

The  necessity  for  such  a  body  and 
the  part  It  plays  in  the  fire  Insurance 
business  was  also  well  set  forth  in  tlie 
statement  of  Mr.  A.  "\V.  Ross,  sfcre- 
tary  of  the  mainland  board  of  fire 
underwriters.

The  rough 
iirul  tumble  .sports  of  the  little  clilbl 
are  a  gocnl  preparation  for  the  or- 
ilered  galo.s  of  the  bo.v  or  girl.  I.x,'t 
us  In  \'ictoria  keep  as  long  as  we 
can  our  spacious  lawns  ami  gsirdeivs. 
Beaches  might  be  ko|)t  i  leaner  and 
more  Huitahlo  even  than  they  are 
now  a.«  placeK  wliere  children  can 
frtflic  on  sumiiier  vacations  or  on 
holida\-s  throughout  the  >eur.  More 
uKe  might  be  made  of  our  )>arks  as 
meeting  places  for  parties  of  cTiTl-" 
ilren.

the  value  o7  which  only  the  city-bred 
mother  can  form  a  tilting  estimate. 
But  lest  the  day  may  come  when  the

Tl)e  same  little  -woman 
can  make  or,  mend  most  plain  gar- 
ments. Her,  Knowledge  of  needlework 
and,  plain  'sew-lng  have  not  been  ac- 
(juired  at  the  expense  of  other  studies' 
In  which  she.  Is  as'  proficient- as  could 
be  expected,  considering 'tile  time,  she 
-J>as    been    In    scjiool.  . 

It  Is  Impossible  to  believe  that  this 
Innovation  will  not  be  of  great  bene- 
fit   to    the    girls      of     Victoria.      The 


child    w^ho   spent  Htl flii'-iiours   of   the 

scl;iool  day  at  her  books  had  little 
time  and,,  perhaps,  less  inclination  to 
learn-  ,to  practice — .housekeepinjg  ..  «t 
home.  When  her  music  lessons  were 
over,  she  needed  what  spare  tlmf> 
she  had  for  outdoor  exercise.  If  she 
were  unusually  docile  and  obliging 
She  helped  her  mother  .on  holidays, 
but  too  often  the  busy  woman  would 
Tnther — do^  thtirgff  h'erself  than  tftke 
the  trouble  to  leach  the  awkward 
little  fingers  to  assist  her.  Now  the 
lessons  are  ja  part  of  the  school  wofrk 
and  ,8o  far  aa  any  one, can  see,  the 
child  Is  the  gainer  while  no  time  has 
ber  I    lost.      '        ; 

If  mothers  only  knew  how  greatly, 
their  sjmpa^hy  and  occupation,  a»»' 
well  as  their  occassional  help  would 
contribute,  towards -t4H>--»iK;ce8s  of  the 
jimTi!5StIc  science  pupJIs,  these  would 
not  ^c- given  so  spaflngTy  as  is  some- 
times  the  case. 

Has  not  the  titne  c<\me  w-he^n  the 
Domestic  Science  training  shoiJlrt  be 
Intriditced  Into  the  high  schools?  If 
little  girls  do  not  learn  their '  other 
lessons  less  rapldl.v  because  they  work 
at  sewing  and  cooking,  why  should 
the  stiidles  of  pupils  of  the  high 
sphool  be  r^etarded"  fecause  the.v  trj'. 
to  understand  the  principles  that  gov- 
ern them  or  to  perfect  themselves  In 
the  mechanical  /)peratlon8  needed  fot" 
more   advanced 'work?    : 

The  same  thing  is  true  of  manuM 
training- for~l-hi*-b'>y.s,  but,  as  there  is 
a  prospect  that  technical  schools 
may  be  e3talillshe<l  in— the  citle?  before 
very  long,  there  is  lo  need  to  dwell 
upon  this. 

How- 
ever desirable  manual  skill  may  be 
for  a  man,  Domestic  Science  Is  an 
Indispensable  part  of  every  woma;n'a 
education.

K.speclally  should  tho.si-  who'  spciiil 
their  summers  Ijy  the  seaside  1 1-.\  lo 
find  out  whether  or  not  the  shock  of 
tlie  cold  bath  is  beiu'l'lcial  or  not, 
whether  to  themselves  or  t!i<ir  c-hil- 
drcn: 

I'olil  li.iilis  ill  till-  iii-irninn  ;m  i-  iin- 
doubtcdl.v  bcueflcl.il,  but  oiil;.  to  ll)u«e 
persons  who  htive  sufficient  vitality 
and  nervous  force  to  i>nsue  good'  re- 
action. Many  per.sons  who  are  gieut- 
ly  refresliod  by  th.elr,„niorning  bath 
feel  tired  (jr  languid  two  or  ihrco 
hours  afterwards.  When  this  occtrrs 
they  should  leave  the  cold  bath  se- 
\'erel>-  alone.  Persona  livho  have  an 
abundance  of  blood  and  flesh,  who  are 
l\inphatic  or  sluggish  in  temiierameni 
and_  whose  nervous  force'  Is  not  de- 
pleted, can -take  u  cold  bath  to^  advan- 
tage. Those  who  are  Ificllned  to  be 
thin,  whose  hands  and  feet  become 
cold  and  clammy  on  slight  provoca- 
tion, who  digest  food  slowly,  and  as- 
similate It  slowly  with  difficulty,  who 
-are  nervous  and  have  much  on  their 
mind,  should  avoid  early  morning- 
cold  bathing.  For  such  a  warm  bath 
before ,  retiring  at  night  is  recom- 
mended.

The  fool  who  does  not  know  a  gun 
is  loaded  is  not  half  as  dangerous  a 
person  as  the  woman  living  with  a 
family  of  little  children  who  la,  cai-p- 
less  about  medicines  or  poisons.  \:, 
exchange    sayir: 

"Thefe  Is  no  excuse  for  the  person 
who  leaves  medicine-  bottles  when; 
children  can  reach  them  or  who  hsa 
the  carbolic  acid  or  the  ammonia  on 
the  washing  stand;— A-  ^XfW  simple 
rul"s  in  this  regard  can  be  made  and 
kept  by  every  one:  Let  there  be  an 
Inaccessible  '  shelf  tor  medlcltfte  bot- 
tles wherever  there  are  children. 
-Xever '  pour  out  antl^rlnk  from  any 
bottles  until. the  .(llrections  have  been 
read.  Always  ktep  dangerous  fluids 
such  as  strong  ammonia.  carbolic 
acid,  insect  poisons  and  the  like.  In 
corrugated    l)ottles." 

If  these  slmple-ruleswere  observed 
by  all,  not'  only  valuable  lives  but 
much  self-reproach  would  be  avoided.

Sometimes  this  Is .  the 
husband's  fault.  Oftenoi:  It'  Is,  his 
misfortune.  Very  oft6n  the  widow  Is 
resourceful  and  capable  and  con- 
trives In  some  way  or  other-to  make 
both  -  ends  meet.  Xow  and  again 
friend?  atfiT relatives  come  to  her  aid. 
But  .far  too  often  our  generosity,  It 
Is  believed  to  be  the  only  solution  of 
the  difficulty  to  put  the  children  in 
an  ortjhanage  or  place  them  In  homes 
of  I  childless  women  m  order  that  the 
mother  may  be  enabled-lo  earn  a  llv- 
irig  for  herseff  arid  some  ot  her  wi^ 
tie  ones.

The  British  barciue  -Klldalton,  Cap- 
tain T.  Jortes,  which  has  just  com- 
pleted leading  1.699.491  feet  _  of  lum- 
ber at  the  Hastings  mill,  Vancouver, 
for  South  Africa,  has  achieved  a  rec- 
ord for  the  amount  of  cargo  stowed 
away.  The .  cargo  put  into  the  KU- 
darton  is  oVer  a  hundred,  per  cent,  of 
her  tonnage,  which  is  very  unusual.

Seventeen    Years   Ago. 

.Seveiii.iii  .V.Mrs  ago  the  British 
ship  Port  Yarrock  .foundered  in 
Brandon  bay,  off  the  Kerry  coast, 
with  a  valuable  cargo  of  copper  ore 
worth  aproximatoly  £70.000.  Several 
attempts  to  salve  the  cargo  have 
since  been  n^ade  and  now  comes  the 
report  from  Queenstowii  to  the  effect 
that  T.  Esnor  &  Sort  have  contracted 
to  bring  up  tho  remainder  of  the  ore. 

This    belated    salvage    attempt    will 
bo  watched  with  more  tlian   usii'' 
terea,t    throughout    shipping   circli 
veaser  of  .1,600  tons,   the   Bort-yarroiK 
w.is  homeward  bound  from  Santa  Ro-

The  fishermen  urged  Cant.  Forbes

Not  long  afterwards  the  <iargo  un- 
derwriters' determined'  to  make  tin  ef- 
fort to  recover  some  of  the  copper 
ore  from  the  wreck.  After  keen  com- 
petition Mr.  Anderson  of  Falmouth 
obtained  the  contract,  and  worked  at 
It  for  some  tlmei,  his  best  season's 
work  being  112  tons.  The  cargo  was 
worked  at  for  some  time  by  a  Liver- 
pool syndicate,  who  abandoned  op- 
erations about  1902.  The  next  serf-" 
ous, attempt  was  made  In  1906,  when 
the  Brandon  Bay  Salvage  "company 
(Limited)  a  Loridon  concern,  wa^' 
floated  to  handle  the  salvage,  They 
Co.ntlnued  to  work  with  fair,  but  not 
'bfllllant  success  up  to  the  end  of  last 
year.  , 

Early  this  year  they. opened  negoti- 
ations ^yith  Mr.  EnMor'  for  the  sale 
of  their  plant  and  contract,  with  the 
ultimate  result  that  he  purchased 
both,  and  has  now  the  sole  right  of 
salving  tho  cargo.^  Mr.  Enspr  fitted 
out  hl«  ateamer  Adelaide  for  the  work 
and  purchased  another  shallow 
draught  steamer  now  on  her  ,way  to 
QueenstoWn,  where  like  the  Adelaide.* 
she  will  be  fitted  with  the  necessary 
dredgingf  plant  for  the  removal  nt 
sand  off  the  cargo.  It  is  estimated 
that  between  700  and  800  tons  of 
ore  have  been  .  recovered  by  previous 
salvors.  The  ore  Is  in  lumps,  and 
varies  from  about  one  Inch  "square  up 
to  pieces  weighing  one  and  one-half 
cwt.  The  larger  pieces  ha've  all  to 
bo  split  up  by  a  diver.,  It  is  only  In 
very  fine  weathiT  that  any  successful 
work  can  be  done  during  tho  winter 
monthiV  and,  practically  -speaklngi, 
serlou.?  operations  can  only  be  qur-

Th'Sological    College 

"Another  matter  of  Provmclal  Im- 
portance which  has  given  '  me  most 
anloua  thought  Is  the  question  of  Theo- 
logical colleges.  We  are  building  for 
the  future  and  wo  ishould  build  wisely. 
We  have  an -©pen  field  before  Us.  The 
Provincial  University  "ainJ  the  two  pro- 
posed theological  colleges— St.  .Mark's 
and  Bishop  Latimei",  are  stiil-  in  a 
state  of  flux,  nothing  as  yet  crystalized. 
Surely  no  words  can  express  "the  ii,n- 
portance  of  starting  rijght.  Let  fne 
repeat  what  I  said  in  fhy  charge  of 
last  year-tfir  these  words  suggested  a 
possible  solution  to  a  roost  dlftt^ult 
problem: 

"Tjre^omprehenaive  cba-ractef  of  the 
Anglican  church  is  it.s  glory.  .  Within 
certain  liniits  men  holding  divergent 
theological  views  can  yet.  be  loy.al 
churchmen.  This  being  the  case,,  the 
only  way  to  ensure  harmonious  action 
between  men  or  dlff»*rent  schools  of 
thought  is  by;  frank  recogitftlon  of  these 
differences.  It  so  happens  that  the-jpre-
